communique which said the United 
States would ultimately withdraw 
all U.S. forces from Taiwan and 
Southeast Asia. 
Government spokesmen refused 
to answer any question on the 
document 
Asian 
nations 
"should 
not 
entertain the slightest illusion of 
coexisting 
peacefully 
with 
the 
C h in e se 
C o m m u n is ts .’ 
th e 
statement said 
It 
re a ffirm e d 
a 
p rev io u s 
declaration that Taiwan considers 
"null and void any agreement which 
has been or which may not have 
been published, involving the rights 
and privileges of the government 
and 
people of the 
Republic of 
China." 
The Nationalists also vowed to 
continue to fight to return their 
government to the mainland and 
overthrow the "rebel group 
in 
Peking. 
It 
was 
one 
of 
the 
harshest 
statements issued by the Taiwan 
government, which has been both 
critical and suspicious of what it 
calls 
the 
"secret 
diplomacy" 
involved in the Nixon visit to China. 
The Nationalist statement, issued 
by the Foreign Ministry after 24 
h o u r s 
d i s c u s s i o n 
of 
t h e 
communique, said: 
"According to President Nixon, he 
made 
the 
trip 
to 
the 
Chinese 
mainland with the hope that it might 
bring a generation of peace and 
relax tensions in the Asian and 
Pacific region. Actually, the effects 
of 
President 
Nixon’s visit 
are 
diametrically opposite to what he 
expected, and the countries in the 
Asian and Pacific area will be 
among the first ones to suffer from 
its afterm ath." 
The 
statement 
called 
on 
the 
countries in the area "to rely upon 
their 
own 
determ ination 
and 
strength and spare no efforts in 
consolidating unity and cooperation 
among themselves. They should not 
entertain the slightest delusion of 
coexisting 
peacefully 
with 
the 
Chinese Communists. ’’ 
Much of the Foreign Ministry 
statement 
was 
devoted 
to 
a 
restatement of principles of the 
Nationalist government. 
It reiterated the stand it took 
before Nixon arrived in Peking, to 
the effect that it will "consider null 
and void any...involving the rights 
and interests of the government and 
the people of the Republic of China, 
reached between the United States 
and 
the 
Chinese 
C om m unist 
regime...because the regime now 
occupying the Chinese mainland is a 
rebel group which has no right 
whatsover to represent the Chinese 
people.” 


The statement said the Nationalist 
government 
"shall 
redouble 
its 
efforts in striving for the sacred 
task of the early restoration of 
freedom for our compatriots on the 
Chinese mainland 


"The destruction of the tyranny of 
the Chinese Communist regime is a 
sacred responsibility of the govern­ 
ment and the people of the Republic 
of China which will never waver or 
change under any circumstances." 
the statement said.

MAN, W Va. (UPI) —When the 
lights went out in their homes, the 
miners of Buffalo Creek Valley 
knew what that meant —the coal 
waste dam holding a mile-long, rain- 
swollen pool of water at the head of 
the steep, narrow valley had given 
way. 
Picking 
up mud, 
rocks, cars, 
bridges, people, parts of houses and 
whole houses as it roared down the 
18-mile-long 
valley 
where 
6,500 
p ersons 
lived 
in 
14 
m ining 
communities, the 30-foot-high wall of 
water swept one small town off the 
map Saturday and piled debris 10 
and 20 feet above some of the 
bridges which span the valley. Gov. 
Arch Moore declared it a disaster 
area and President Nixon, in China, 
promised federal aid. 
By today, 60 bodies had been 
recovered from the planks and mud; 
300 were missing, and 4,000 were 
homeless. 
N ational 
G uard sm en 
today 
searched the wreckage of every 
house for more bodies. 
"It was like an ocean," said Mrs. 
Roy Deese, who escaped with her 
husband and three daughters from 
their home at Stove, two miles 
below Lorado, the town which was 
destroyed. 
"There 
were 
waves 
tossing all over." 
Albert Kilgore of Lorado which 
had 700 or 800 residents, watched 
from a hillside as a man ran back to 
untie a dog from a stake. 
"The water just swept over him. 
His mother was standing on the 
porch We couldn’t get to either of 
them before the house was washed 
away," he said. 
Mrs. Naomi Hall lives atop a hill 
at Robinette and can see seven 
miles along the valley. 
•We stood on our porch and 
watched seven miles of what used to 
be homes for a lot of people go by,"

Western world feels 
Mrs. Nixon impressed with Chou's intelligence

The Western world generally agreed 
today the joint communique at the end of 
President Nixon’s China visit demonstrat­ 
ed a realistic attempt by Washington to 
deal with Peking But the statement regis­ 
tered “ surprise and shock 
in Taiwan and 
Japan. 
Neither the North nor South Vietnamese 
governments issued statements on the 
communique released Sunday in Peking by 
President Nixon and Premier Chou En-lai 
The Soviet news agency Tass reported 
Nixon's departure from China in a one- 
paragraph dispatch. 
Pravda quoted American news agencies' 
reports of the agreement on mutual trips 
by citizens and a gradual widening of 
trade. 
Pravda also quoted the U.S. Communist 
newspaper Daily World as saying that 
instead of strengthening peace and securi­ 
ty 
in 
Asia 
the 
communique 
would 
aggravate it. 
In 
its 
weekly 
international 
review. 
Pravda said the “ hullabaloo raised by the 
bourgeois press around the trip is unable to 
drown out the blasts of American bombs 
and shell bursting on the soil of Indochina. 
Nationalist China's leaders held secret 
meetings for the second day today to 


decide how to officially react to the 
statement, in which Nixon pledged to 
reduce American troop strength on the 
offshore 
islands 
as 
world 
tensions 
decreased. The ultimate objective was to 
completely 
withdraw 
all 
American 
military forces and installations. 
Officially, Taiwan did not comment. 
Unofficially, Nationalist Chinese officials 
said they were “ surprised and shocked” at 
the communique 
Japanese 
Foreign 
Minister 
Takeo 
Fukuda told newsmen Nixon's visit to 
China helped ease tensions in Asia, but 
Mainichi newspaper, one of the three 
largest in Japan, said the communique was 
a “ profound shock to the leadership of the 
ruling party.”

Hughes accuses Time 


LOS ANGELES <UPI> — Howard Hughes chief lawyer 
accused Time magazine Sunday of carrying a false report 
about 
Hughes as a means to get revenge for the 
embarassment Time-Life suffered in the Clifford Irving 
scandal, or to distract attention from the magazine's role. 
He demanded a retraction of the report that a subpoena 
had been issued for Hughes, carried in the latest issue of 
the magazine, calling it “ so erroneous it must have been 
motivated by malice ” “ To my personal knowledge there is 
not an iota of truth in that claim .” said Chester Davis, chief 
counsettor Hughes and his main legal spokesman 
Time reported that the U S attorney s office in New 
York, conducting the grand jury investigation into the 
discredited Irving book, had issued a subpoena for Hughes, 
and that U S postal inspectors tried to serve it on the 
reclusive billionaire in the Bahamas before he fled his 
refuge in a guarded hotel suite there for another like it in 
Nicaragua. 


Guards rescue five 


NEW YORK (U PI)—A force of 150 correction guards 
stormed a barricaded cell block at Rikers Island Juvenile 
Prison Sunday and rescued five guards who had been held 
three hours as hostages, four of them with nooses around 
their necks. 
More than 100 persons were injured, including 27 guards. 
The unarmed guards, including Capt 
Roy Caldwood. 
were overpowered by a group of prisoners about 3 p.m. as 
they were removing two inmates from Cellblock 7 in 
preparation 
for court appearances today. Correction 
Commissioner Benjamin Malcolm said 
They were rescued three hours later after tear gas was 
thrown into the cellblock and guards with nightsticks 
entered Inmates and guards fought hand-to-hand. 
About 350 prisoners were involved in the rebellion, the 
second uprising in the same cellblock this month. The 
facility on a land-filled island in the East River holds males 
between 16 and 20 awaiting sentencing or trial on felony 
charges Total inmate population was about 2,000 Sundav.

weapons and trucks. 
The fight came last Monday, just one day before six 
Arabs hijacked a Lufthansa 747 with 188 persons aboard 
—including Joseph P. Kennedy III, eldest son of the late 
Sen Robert F Kennedy —and few it to Aden, the capital of 
Southern Yemen The passengers and crew were later 
released and Lufthansa was forced to pay $5 million to the 
hijackers to get the plane back.

Planning Group had urged consideration of 
a substantial pay increase. 
Supervisors reiterated today that they 
have left the door open to revise downward 
the $18,000 figure when it is reconsidered 
March 8. But at this point, several feel that 
in view of wage and price regulations now 
in effect, a $16,000 salary would be too 
much to hope for 


Board 
chairman Curtis Tunnell had 
urged the board to be cautious before 
officially seeking a 50 percent salary jump 
He warned that the supervisors had no way 
of 
knowing at 
this point 
whether a 
substantial increase might run into intense 
opposition in many county areas. 
At least one possible candidate for 
supervisor in the Third District race has 
said he couldn't consider running on the 
present salary. Assistant County Clerk 
Howard Menzel, of Goleta Valley, allowed 
a “ trial balloon story to be put in print on 
his behalf on the basis of an $18,000 salary. 
He now makes $16,000 
Menzel would have to make a decision 
prior to the March 10 filing deadline. The 
county is not expected to get an opinion 
from the wage board as to validity of a 50 
percent salary boost until after March 10.

The education 
of Johnny Bench

SAN JUAN. Puerto Rico— 
t N E A l — Seven years ago. 
Johnny Bench gave the val­ 
edictory oration at his high 
school graduation ceremony 
The speech was majestically 
entitled. 
How the Youth of 
Today Will Be the Leaders 
of the Next Generation ” 
Speeches 
of 
this 
nature 
are often as forgettable as 
they are superficial Bench’s 
was no exception. 
“ I don’t rem em ber it m y­ 
self.” said Bench, the Cin­ 
cinnati catcher, recently as 
he sat in the cool clubhouse 
after a round of golf in the 
American Airlines Tourna­ 
ment here. ” 1 didn’t even 
write it. A teacher did. Well, 
maybe 1 wrote a little of it. 
I was a naive 
17-year-old 
kid growing up in Binger, 
Okla., a town of 600. I had 
thoughts of grandeur then, 
hut only about becoming a 
major league baseball play­ 
er. 
“ Oh. t h e r e were some 
vague thoughts about m ak­ 
ing the world a better place 
to live. But I decided very 
early to back out on the 
p r e s i d e n c y . ” 
Johnny 
Bench’s roundish face broke 
into a smile; but quickly, 
his hazel eyes took on a seri­ 
ous, far-away look. His large 
right hand, a hand that can 
clutch 
seven 
baseballs 
at 
once, absently gripped most 
of his soft drink cup. 
” It was a pretty depress­ 
ing time in the country, in 
1965. J o h n Kennedy had 
been assassinated less than 
two years before. And that 
was still with us. We were 
getting deeper and deeper 
into the Vietnam war There 
was the bitterness of the 
race issue. 
“ I had set such lofty goals 
for 
myself, 
i d e a l i s t i c 
dream s, so high, so high.” 
The dream s, however, were 
not a b o u t mankind, hut 
about one man: Bench. 
’’Since I was four or five 
\e a rs old. that’s all I grew 
up to he. a m ajor league 
baseball player 
I watched 
Mickey Mantle on television 
He had been like me once, 
a kid from a small town in 
Oklahoma I wanted to be a 
star like him. playing in all 
the great ball parks. And 1 
w a n t e d to have lots of 
money so that I could retire

American voters is 
incalculable.

Chinese is in vogue. This euphoric 
mood is in itself a hazard, since so 
much can still go wrong and swing 
the pendulum back in the other 
direction again. 
In

of 
intensive 
preparations for the Peking mission 
Kissinger 
was 
asked 
for 
his 
appraisal of the stability of the 
government of China. His response 
was a shrug and a reminder of what 
had happened since his first visit in 
mid-July when he negotiated the 
invitation for the President. 


The defense minister, Lin Piao, 
No. 2 in the hierarchy and Mao’s 
anointed heir, disappeared. Whether 
he is dead or merely under house 
arrest, no one on the outside can 
say. How many of his immediate 
aides went with him is also a guess. 
Tales of Lin Piao’s fate percolating 
out to Hong Kong are so fantastic 
they can hardly be credited. 
The entire top military command 
disappeared. For a number of weeks 
flights by military aircraft were 
cancelled. 
The 
crash 
of 
a 
mysterious Chinese plane in outer 
Mongolia gave rise to more rumors 
of 
attem p ted 
defection 
and 
retaliation. All of this, it should be 
noted, in six months. None of this 
has been reported out of China 
itself, if only because secrecy is so 
strictly kept. 
With seemingly a firm grip at the 
top are Mao, 78, and Chou, 74. They 
have given the army an important 
role in every aspect of life in 
building back from the destruction 
of the cultural revolution. But has 
the power struggle ended? 


And 
did

involve opposition to the Nixon 
visit? The answers still locked in the 
mystery of a China slowly and 
guardedly opening to the outside 
world are vital to what Chou in his 
toast to the President referred to as 
the "normalization” of relations 
between the two nations. 
Mr. Nixon is in the midst of a 
power struggle as the presidential 
campaign begins. Yet, with a war he 
promised to end when he ran in 1968 
continuing to divide the nation and 
the big bombers brought back for 
massive attacks, this will hardly be

extremists, 
the Democrats 
are 
groping for a center opposition

Wallace and Jerry Rubin. 
There is no doubt the Chinese are 
realists. A recent visitor reported 
that they had deliberately put their 
stake 
on 
President 
Nuion 
for 
a n o th e r 
four 
y e a rs 
and 
a 
continuation of the dialogue with a 
Republican in the White House. 
They knew the widely televised visit 
would give him a boost. It is a safe 
guess that "working for peace” in 
Peking will lift him three or four 
points in the Gallup poll. The bids of 
two 
leading 
democrats, 
George 
McGovern and Edward M. Kennedy, 
for an earlier visit were spurned. 
Above 
all, 
Chou, 
the 
master 
negotiator, is a realist. His stern, 
uncompromising face, as he listened 
to

toast, 
was 
convincing proof of that.

The air is everywhere 


Air Force technicians looking east 
from Tranquillion Peak can often 
see a stately body of grey air 
enshrouding Santa Barbara when 
steady northwest winds aloft divert 
surface winds away from the coast 
and local breezes herd Ventura and 


Santa Monica smog 
northward where it 
m e r g e s 
w ith 
channel pollution. 
Though 
not 
a 
focal 
point 
for 
county air pollution, 
L o m p o c 
i s n ’t 
isolated 
from 
it. 
And 
Lompoc 
is 
growing. 


We may be tempted to think of 
freeways in connection with air 
pollution but the fact is that that 
intercity truck idling at the curb 
while its driver saunders inside for a 
delivery 
is 
percolating 
m ore 
emissions 
into 
the 
air 
than 
a 
squadron of vehicles doing 65 down 
101. The National 
Air Pollution 
Control 
Administration 
(HEWi 
calculates that hydrocarbon and 
carbon monoxide emission levels 
are highest from idling engines. For 
example, the average amount of 
carbon monoxide emitted at idle (.6 
pounds per milei is six times that 
from an engine at 60 mph (.1 pounds 
per mile). 
Oxides of nitrogen, responsible for 
the amber color characteristic of 
mainly motor vehicle caused air 
pollution, peak only in moderate 
acceleration, 
another 
maneuver 
common to the,crosstown delivery 
or patrol vehicle. 
Uniquely economically adaptable 
to the town delivery or municipal 
fleet, 
propane 
fueling 
reduces 
hydrocarbon emissions by 50 per 
cent, according to a study made by 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. 
Century 
Carburetor 
Company 
figures for 4 Century carb equipped 
State Division of Highways cars in a 
10 car state cost-emissions test 
indicate that, after a six month 
period of propane only fueling, 
hydrocarbon emissions from the 
four vehicles were down 86 per cent, 
carbon monoxide were reduced 87 


per cent and oxides of nitrogen 
pollutants were trimmed by 73 per 
cent. 
The state figures covering all ten 
vehicles, some of which already had 
in excess of 40,000 miles, indicate 
that 
with 
propane 
the vehicles 
satisfied 
the 
C alifornia 
Air 
Resources Board 1974 standards, the 
propane 
hydrocarbon figure one 
third lower than the 1974 maximum 
(1.5 gram s per mile», the propane 
CO amount less than half the *74 
limit (23 grams per milei and the 
oxides of nitrogen amount with 
propane equal to the '74 figure, (13 
grams per mile). 


Propane 
doesn’t 
have 
to 
be 
vaporized and burns to close to 95 
per cent efficiency while gasoline 


burns only 
70 to 75 
per cent 
efficiently. 


The automotive industry had an 
interesting time trying to conform 
to just the 1973 standards. Following 
the first antismog legislation in the 
60’s, they began to engineer their 
engines to run as hot as possible to 
burn off smog-bound hydrocarbons. 
This worked with the hydrocarbons, 
but it was learned later that the 
same heating tactic skyrocketed 
oxides of nitrogen emissions way 
beyond what they would have been 
had it all been done. Standards 
now 
include oxides of 
nitrogen 
levels and the industry is faced with 
the prospect of having to detune and 
depower engines to squeek under the 
decreasing maximums.
